Electric sparks now flash the news of the 
‘Messages which tell of the things which happen at the 
across the four miles of intervening Space to the Post-Dispatch office by 
telegraphy. 

Distance has been annihilated. The World's Fair and the Post-Dispatch have 
been brought together by the electric cufrent. Four miles of buildings are between 
them still, but they might as well not be there, for the wireless telegraph takes no 
note of them. The Post-Dispatch 1s in 48 instantaneous touch as if the more than 
fifty city blocks had beech swallowed up anq Broadway and the Parade entrance of 
the Fair had snapped together. 

A man sits at the top of the 300-foot De 
trance of the Fair. Before him 1s the ‘‘Gopy”’ 
Dispatch World's Fair bureau, 
a telegraph key rapidly. . 

Down on Broadway, in the front window of the Post-Dispatch, another man is 
sitting. He has a receiver at his ear, which looks like those which the telephone 
@igis at Central wear, and is held in place by the same sort of appliance. 

That is, he is not hearing spoken words, 
but he is hearing words all right, and he hears them more distinctly and understands

Jucge Hadley'’s conclusions were first, 
that thore waa not even a pretense of trial 
for treason,

that there was not the slightest basis 
of iegal judgment for the condemnation, 
which was for blasphemy, not treason; 
third, that had it not been for the catering 
of a weakling to public clamor in order to 


fice, Christ would have gone free. 

‘Had Pilate been a man and not cringing 
coward, fearful of tds own head and jeal- 
ous of his power, the ierrible crime of cru- 
ciNxion would never have been commit- 
ted,"’ Judge Hadley declared. 

Previous to this statement the judge 
showed that the iriai was the result of 
conspiracy. ‘The high priests, enraged by 
denunciation and frightened by his 
es, decided that Christ must be dune 
wth. strlence the trumped-up charge 
Penalty for this was &ton- 
ing to death. But when che prisoner was 
brought before Pilate the charge on which 
he had secized was abandoned and the 
charge of treason substituted. Knowing 
that the procedure was irregular Pilate 
ordered acyguittal, but the Jews would not 
le pacified and the Romin governor, fear- 
ful that he was joepardizing his own itr- 
terests, offcred a compromise by letting 
the populace chose between  Barabbas.

Cash Reserves and Outstanding Loans 
Each Report Gains, Preserving 
Healthy Condition. 


MARKET UNUSUALLY ACTIVE 


Cotton Challenges Wall Street’s At- 
tention With Its Rapid Rise, Ex- 
plained by Various Theories. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 11.—The Evening Post, 
in its Wall street review today, says: 

“Both cash reserves and outstanding loans 
report an increase in today’s bank return, 
the net result being a rise of $3,800,000 in the 
surplus. There is not much in the showing 
to call for comment. The $6,400,000 gain Is, 
for once, not far from the actual movement 
of the week, and it resulta, as everyone 
now understands, from relaxation of trade 
activity at interfor markets, 

“In weekly volume, this flow of currency 
to the Wast is running now about double 
what it was a year ago, and is three or 
four times as large as in 1901. 

“The myst striking movement of this na- 
ture on the records was in the year of 
trade paralysis in 1894, when the cash re- 
serves in the New York banks, before the 
government borrowed part of it to restore 
the treasury’s own reserve, reached §$249,- 
000,000, as against $142,000,000 a year before 
and $162,000,00 two years before. 

‘The differences in the statements that 
year, from our present statements, was 
that the increased funds could not be 
loaned out. The loan account of the asso- 
clated banks was fully $50,000,000 below the 
figures of the two preceding years. Today 
the loans go on increasing with the cush. 

“The stock market was, perhaps, a trifle 
more active than {s usual on a summer 
Saturday and prices held the higher level 
attained during the week. it closed with 
some show of activity. 

“Indeed, it was the cotton market which 
challenged Wall street’s attention today, 
the recovery from the low level of a week 
ago, which has been irregularly in progress 
since that time, reaching this morning a 
pitch of considerable violence. If one had 
never heard of the convulsive movements 
with which a speculative market seeks fits 
normal leyel after a great upheaval, these 


backward and forward dashes of cotton 
would be wholly bewildering. As it is, 
they are too much for oracles who have to 
explain each successive turn with a special 
reason. 

“The one altogether improbable theory 
regarding this week's recovery has been the 
intimation that cornering operations on a 
considerable scale had been renewed. Next 
week may be found to possess for the cot- 
ton market some dramatic interest, but 
even this cannot be reckoned as a cer- 
tainty.’’

Sheriff Brady of Hamilton Ccunty was 


notified this afternoon that he ehould 
not take any further aggressivs action 
against the Colorado miners so long as 
they obeyed the laws of the state and 
conducted themselves properly. 

Ww. Black, general passenger and 
ticket agent of the Santa F's, nhias been 
notified that the miners wil) have to vec- 
pend on the farmers for their food. The 
section where they were ut off the 
train is very sparsely settled, and it will 
be no easy matter for the residents to 
care for them properly. The Santa Fe 
will be asked not to let any more nen 
of the trains at that point. if they muat 
come to the state it is the wish of Kan- 
sus that they be brought further east 

The Kansas officials are united in the 
opinion that Sheriff Brady made a mis- 
take in sending the men Kk, as there 
is no law to warrant his action.

If They Return.” 


The mine owners and Citizens’ Alliance 
have retained Attorney John M. Waldron of 
Denver to prosecute the prisoners, who 
will be tried for murder, atteinpt to kill 
and rioting. 

The plan inaugurated in Cripple Creek 
of refusing employement to all union men 
in any branch of trade in any way affil- 
iated with unions allied with the Western 
Federation of Miners has been carried to 
Victor, where committees of the Citizens’ 
Alliance are obtaining the signatures cf 
business men to the boycotting agreement. 
When asked at Denver what he thought 
of the protest of the Kansas state sheriff 
against the intrusion of the deported Colo- 
rado miners, Gov. Peabody said: 

“Kansas could not prevent a man from 
coming into the state, but may throw him 
out if he does not become a gocd citizen, 
just as we did. But, if those deported men 
are sent back to Colorado,’ the governor 
continued, “God help them. I do not be- 
lieve, however, that there are enough 
constables in Kansas to drive them back 
to Cripple Creek.” 

A rumor that the troops were to be sent 
home has been circulated, but it is probably 
unfounded. - 

The miners have been captured or scat- 
tered to the four winds by their enemy, 
the mine owners, supported by the asatate 
executive and militia, the supreme court 
and, probably,/a majority of the people of 
the commonwealth. 

The labor army in the field has retreat- 
ed to its headquarters in Denver, where, 
backed by 100,000 members in other western 
states and Canada, the announcement is 
made that the fight will be continued to a 
finish. 

The determination of the victorious em- 
ployers in Cripple Creek {3 to rid the mines 
of the last member of the western federa- 
tion and to make a fresh start. 

The mining industry in two counties— 
Teller and San Miguel—has been practical- 
ly paralyzed since last August. Troops 
have been used to quiet the districts al- 
most constantly esince. In San Miguel 
county the strikers have practically been 
wiped out by deportations and the mines 
have resumed at full capacity. 

In Teller county, the scene of the battles 
of the last few duys, the situation is more 
difficult to handle because of the number 
of men employed and their sympathizers, 

The principles at stake are the same as 
in ordinary labor troubles, but the meth- 
ods employed by both sides are decidedly 
radical and unusual. The miners in Teller 
county (Cripple Creek) struck in sympathy 
with the mill men who had demanded aun 
eight-hour day and a. new wage scale, 


Lawlessness Follows 
Strike Declaration. 


Following this came general lawlessness. 
Mine property was destroyed, nonunion mi- 
ners were fired upon; some were killed. 


Troops were brought into the district, 
but martial law was not déclared. Despite 
this, the militia established ‘‘bullpens” and 
held union miners prisoners without trials. 
Courts were boldly defied by the militia. 
individual rights and persornal liberty were 
trampled upon and the process of habeas 
A age was defied by Adjutant-General 
Bell. In time matters quited down and the 
soldiers were ordered home. 

The Citizens’ Alliance of Colorado, wn- 
der James C. Craig, who is also president 
of the National Citizens’ League, has been 
brought to a wonderful state of efficiency 
as a fighting force. 

Its principles are that every man who 
wants to work in times of a strike shall 
he protected in that right, and that the 
employers having strike troubles shall have 
full protection for their property. 

Last Sunday trouble began anew. Since 
then the people of the country have seen 
something startlingly new in the methods 
of the dominant faction in handling etrike 
troubles. Jumping at once to the conclu- 
sion that union men had blown up the 
railroad station at Independence, when 
fifteen men were killed, the owners of the 
mines and Citizens’ Alliance have upset the 
entire county government, because, as they 
declare, convictions of lawbreaking mem- 
bers of the union could not be had from 
officials In sympathy with the Western 
Federation of Miners. 

Every officeholder in Teller County. fn- 
cluding the police forces of the larger 
towns, and then the city councils, have 
been forced to resign when visited by the 
“committee of safety."’ In the cases of 
Sheriff Robertson and Police Justice Har- 
rington, ropes were ominously flung at 
their feet and their signatures § forced 
from them. The military force In com- 
mard of Gen. Sherman Bell has now com- 
plete control of the district. 

Gen. Bell adopted the unusual course of 
leading a small army into Fremont Coun- 
ty, in which martial law is not tn force, 
t battle with und capture suspects from 
Teller County. Gov. Peabody upholds this 
move on the ground that mllitary author- 
ity Is supreme in cases of necessity, wher- 
ever it goer, and the gevernor has heen 
sustained by the supreme court In main- 
taining martial law and suspending the 
writ of habeas corpus; but this Tatter 
point of overrunning territory still under 
civil authority is a new one 

“The mining industry of the state ts de 
pended upon to consume the products from 
the fruitful irrigated plains and valleys. 
Therefore the people generally will not ob- 
ject very strongly if the strike troubles are 
settled. even though the governor. the milf- 
tary, the mine uwners and the Citizens’ 
Alliance commit acts as lawless as any 
ever committed by the agitators. 

‘Tp to date about 300 men, who have had 
their homes and families in Crinpnle Creek 
for years. are booked for deportation. They 
must suffer with the guilty, who may num- 
ber a dozen.”

Two world’s records were broken in the 
greatest series of track contests ever held 
in St, Louls the Stadium meet to decide 
the Western Intercollegiate championships, 
yesterday afternoon. 

Theodore Shideler of Leland Stanford 
University ran the 120-yard hurdles in fir- 
teen seconds, breaking the world’s record 
by one-fifth of a second. The former rec- 
ord was held by the great Kranlein of 
University of Pennsylvania, fifteen and 
one-fifth seconds. 

The other record actually broken, but

Rod- 
man of the University of Lllinois in hur!l-

Timer 
OBrien caught the ‘ime at 144-5 seconds, 
and Stevens at 15 seconds. The rules astute 
that where all the watches disagree the 

middie time shall be taken as official. 
which makes 16 seconds th:e official time 
for the run, and lops one-fifth of a second 
off the world’s record. Shideler showed 
_ great speed in all the events he entered, 
and there was consequently no great sur- 
prise in the small crowd when it was an- 
nounced that he had broken a world's rec- 
ord. 

The meet was won by the University of 
Indiana in the closest finish for a track 
meet that St. Louls has seen in years. It 
heeded almost the last evené to finally de- 
ide the championship, and the Hoosiers 
Beat the Leland Stanford men by only one 
first, or five points. . 

Indiana was first, with 82 points; Leland 
Stanford second, with 27 points, and Pur- 
due University third, with 24. Purdue was 
strong in the runs, and if her men could 
hive shown a little more class in the field 
events they would have been even a harder 
contender at the finish.

Why is it that so many women—and men, too, for that 
matter—reject the simple natural pleasures and gayeties 
of the world and go off after boughten stuff?

Why then do peop'e lke 
pleasures which are not the real thing, but manufactured 
articles made out of pure vanity? 

It is a barbaric taste. You, will see it displayed among the 
Igorrotes, the Patagonians and the Ainus at the Fair. There 
iv =~» essential difference between the vanity of the Igorrote 
who is dazzled by bright colors which fight among them- 
selves, and the vanity of the woman who hunts socia] pleas- 
ures of a superheated sort, and struggles to get into the 
sickly glare of social notoriety. Yes, there is a difference. 
The Igorrote knows no better. The civilized woman knows 
that what she pursues is a phantom. She knows the pied pi- 
per. She knows where he is leading her. But on she goes into 
the cave in the mountain. The savage loves the vanity of 
shining ornament—gross, palpable, material. It As savage 
instinct. The civilized woman is barbarous when she 
clutches the impalpable ornaments of title, social fame, 
unhealthy gayety and all the other toys of vanity. What 


the name of social leadership is to the civilized woman. 
Both are barbaric; they are essentially the same. The dif- 
ference is in the persons. 

We are informed that the palace to which the Duchess 
Valencay was brought, a bride, was the finest private resi- 
dence in Paris. Moreover, her husband’s family came of 
the stock of Talleyrand, the famous statesman of Napoleon- 
ic times, and was related by intermarriage to a half dozen 
other great families whose members had long since quit 
doing anything worth mentioning.

The romance of New York and Paris is a shining in- 
stance of a love of the vanities which prevails among all 
sorts and conditions of men and women, Among the rich 
the unrealities, the vanities are costly; among the poor 
they are cheap in price but not less ruinous, 

The young man who drops a nickel in the slot hoping for 


gain in the gambling, listens to the music of the pied 
piper of vanity. The girl who spends more than she can 
afford on finery follows the same phantom. Both pursue 
the unreal. the artificial, that which has no relation to 
life, and neglect the honest happiness which is the es- 
sence of life itself and which lies all about us inviting us 
to take of it.

CHEAP LIVING EXPENSES. 

In his Wilmington, Del., speech Secretary Shaw prayed 

the good Lord ‘to “deliver us from another period when 


living expenses are cheap.” 

Does Secretary Shaw forget the “cheap-cost-cheap-man” 
argument of 1892, when Benjamin Harrison tried to per- 
suade the American people that high prices for food and 
clothing were shining blessings? 

A fiscal policy which raises living expenses without pro- 
viding a commensurate increase of wages for workmgmen 
and of salaries and ineomes for clerks and at the same 
time insures reasonably continuous employment will never 
be popular among a people who have not eo leave of 
their senses. 

Mr. Harrison was defe&ted in 1892 on just this policy, 
which Mr. Shaw brags of as the acme of political wisdom. 
The McKinley tariff raised living expenses but did not 
guarantee employment; nor did it raise wages and salaries. 
The logic of fact was too much for the Republican high 
tariff absu’dity. Speaker Reed declared after the disaster 
to his party that “the. women elected Cleveland.”

Law 
lessness is rife, the law is treated with contempt not only 
by the parties to the original cause but by the appointed 
guardians of public order and no man, rich or poor, fecls 
himself safe. 

A respect for law is sadly needed. The philosophy of the 
big stick has made ignroads even on the legal minds of 
responsible executives and the loosest notions prevail wher- 
ever the doctrine of force is preached. 

Colorado is feeling the brunt of the new thoyght. The 
big stick falls heavily upon the people and the industry of 
the Centennial State. But how long will it be before in 
other states the guarantees of liberty and order are set 
aside and lawless violence substituted for the rule of law‘ 
The epidemic of strenuousness, of violence, of disregard o‘ 
solemn engagements and obligations is making head.

CLOSELY PACKED. 
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MR. PULITZER’S HOPE FOR JOURNALISM. 
From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 
Newspaper men and everybody else who entertains 4 


serious view of life and politics and the social problems that 
confront us in organized society ought to read Joseph 
Pulitzer’s défense of his proposed college of journalism, 4% 
set forth with vivid force in the May North American Re- 
view. The ex ed and thoughtful paper will introduce 
such as read it to the best side of Joseph Pulitzer, the man 
who believes first of all in the editorial page of the New 
York World, and in ideal if not always in strict practice, 
holds all other features of the paper subservient to its 
teachings. To that end was the World born. and for that it 
lives—such is the conception which informs Mr. Pulitzer’s 
article, and by it is it to be intepreted, 

It is not necessary to follow the writer’s reply to those 
who have criticized the value and practicability of tle de 
partment in Columbia university which Mr. Pulitzer has 
founded and endowed. He has made sufficient defense 
when declaring that “specialized concentration and educa- 
tion at college will improve the character and work of jour- 
nalists, and so promote the welfare of the republic.” No 
newspaper man ever had too much exact knowledge. or 
dominated a mental outlook too broad for the service in 
which he is engaged. The “news instinct’’ best worth cuilti- 
vating still needs to be cultivated. It is possible to develop 
conscience, or the moral sense and moral courage—and they 
are the supreme requisites in the profession of jourralism. 
The aim of Mr. Pulitzer’s college of journalism. of his cultl- 
vation of a high and honorable professional! spirit, would be 
“the welfare of the republic.” To such a ne-del upl.f: his 
endowment would be dedicated. 
the school he has provided for 
amd needed service. 


It is a worthy thought, and 
is capable of rendering great 


But there 4. one consideration in the future cf American 
journalism which Mr. Pulitzer’s program does not touc1— 
amd it is basic. All training for the business department 
of newspapers he would rule out. This school is to educate 
the editorial force for its high vocation. But the finest tal- 
ent, the highest purpose, the dauntles: moral courage must 
find employ, and in it be given the fraedom of the virtues 
that have been cultivated and perfected. In how many 
newspaper establishments of the United States today does 
power to say and do lie with editors and writers who desire 
to consecrate their best efforts to advancing the welfare ot 
the republic? In how many newspapers does a selfish owner-/ 
ship fetter, curb or reject such ablesand disinterested serv- 
ice? It is the owner who governs and decides—he is dicta- 
tor and master. Better trainea journalists are greatly need- 
ed—the higher the average of culture and conscience can 
be lifted the better—but as real a need is the assurance that 
they can market their talents. 


Physicians, lawyers. teachers and presumably preachers 
are free to give the best that is in them. Editors without 
capital or ownership of newspapers are but hired men, happy 
indeed if they can loyally serve the ideals which the Pulit- 
zer college of journalism would promote, but never sure of 
this opportunity which they covet. Nor, as matters now 
stand, can anybody guarantee it to them. This is the sad, 
the inescapable, hiatus in any scheme for improving the 
character and work of journalists. In so far as owners of 
newspapers regard them purely as “business propositions,” 
instruments for making money, or for serving specia] inter- 
ests often alien to the public good, the remedy afforded by 
a college of jo alism can be only partial. Still. it is one

WOMEN SCARE IN CANADA. 
From the Toronto Mail and Empire. 

By a London lecturer the British people have been tod 
that there are 100,000 less women than men in Canada; a 
state of affairs which ought forthwith to be remedied. The 
statement of fact is within truth. According to the census 
of 1901, the males in Canada numbered 2,751,708, whereas the 
females could muster only 2,619,607. Hence the male majority 
was 132,101. 

We are far from thinking, however, that this is a cause 
for alarm. It is a state of affairs that is incidental to all 
pioneer communities. As a rule, in a new country, the men 
go in first, clear the land, build the houses, and then bring 
in wives. This is the usual sequence of events, whether it 
be desirable or otherwise. If there are 130,000 men who are 
doing this pioneer duty, and the estimate is by no means 
a large one, we have at'‘once the entire shortage of females 
accounted for. They will in due time bring with them thelr 
wives, or send for them, and then their happiness will be 
complete 

Tt will be observed that the disparity of the sexes 1s most 
marked in the new districts. In all Quebec there are only 
10 more males than females. In Ontario, with large areas 
being opened up for settlement, we have about 10,000 more 
males than females. Manitoba is 22,000 females short. Brit- 
ish. Columbia {fs 50,000 short, while in the unorganized terri- 
tories the females are outnumbered by two to one, 

All this goes to show that it is in the pioneer districts that 
the men predominate. However, in spite of the balance of 
numbers against the ladies, there are in Canada 1,564,011 un- 
married females of various ages. All things considered we 
do not think that immigration as a purely matrimonial ven- 
ture would be justified. In the early days of Canada’s his- 
tory. when shiploads of damsels were brought from France 
to espouse the King’s soldiers, the experiment was scarcely 
& success. Canada needs men as well as women,

Lady Welby, Who Has 6 Chil-

LONDON, June 11.—Lady Welby is an earnest 


advocate of ‘“‘training girls tu regain the lost pow: 
er of race motherhood.” It was her theme in a 
which she read before the Sociological 5o- 
ciety, one on which she is gualified to speak, as 
she comes of a family of seven and has had six 


children of her own. She spoke of the great in- 
terest the new science of eugenics has for women 
and said that one of the first things to do pend 
ing regulative reform is to prepare the minds 0! 
women “to take a truer view of their dominant 
natural impulse toward service and self-sacrifice.’ 

H. G. Wells argued that the possibility of im 
proving the human stock lies not in selecting the 
successes but in sterilizing the failures. 

This new sclence of eugenics, or race culture 
was the paramount topic at the meeting. 

Dr. Francis Galton, its founder, so to speak, read 
the principal paper. He said: 

“The science of eugenics deals with all influences 
that !mprove the inborn qualities of stock of 4 
race; its alm is to bring to bear as many influ- 
ences as can be reasonably employed to cause the 
social classes in the community to contribute 
more than their proporpion to the next generation 
High civilization hitherto has checked fertility 
and so caused the decline of nations, but it may be 
expected that types of our race can be found 
which can be highly civilized without losing fer 
tility, and even may become more fertile under 
artificial conditions. Ike lower animals. The pas- 
sion of love seems to be so overpowering that it 
may be thought folly to try to direct nm course 
Rut plain facts do not confirm this view Social 
influences have immense power. If unsuitable 
marriages from the eugenic point of view, were 
banned soctally. very few wou'd be made.” 

Dr.: Galton hopes that eugenics may some day 
hecome a religion. 

Jeorge Bernard Shaw sent a contribution in 
which he wrote: “In spite of all the romances 
men and women are amazingly indiscriminate in 
their attachments; they select their wives and 
husbands far less carefully than they select their 
eashiers and cooks.”

ALFONSO BARBAGE 
Negrito Boy With Bow and Arrow. 


Th esparrows have a new enemy more 
powerful than the American boy and his 


Slingshot. It is the Negrito boy with his 
bow and arrow. 

For the former the sparrow has only 
scorn, for the latter he will soon learn to 
have only fear. ‘lhe American sends scores 
vf pebbles wide of their mark, but the 
Negrito never wastes an arrow. He is as 
‘“‘dead’”* wz shot as the American Indian used 
to be. 

Acting under orders from Dr. W. P. Wil- 
son, president of the Philippine exposition 
board, the Negrito boy at the Fair has 
declared war on the sparrows who have be- 
come troublesome about the ges) gem res- 
ervation. He carries his bow a arrows 
all day long and every sparrow is his tar- 
got. 

At present Alfonso Barbago, 6 years old, 
is the champion sparrow killer. e has 19 
notches in the bow, which is longer than 
he is tall. They stand for 10 sparrows laid 
in the dust. 

Alfonso practiced first on a nickel. He 
learned to hit a nickel with an arrow at 
50 feet. No American boy could. hope to 
do that except by chance with his sling- 
shot, but Alfonso clips them off with the 
greatest ease. 

Another remarkable feature of his skill 
is that he can shoot with his clothes on. 
Ile has learned this since his advent in 
America, for at home he had only a 
G-string to impede his movements. Now he 
wears cvat and trousers every day 

Alfonso, by virtue of his skill with the 
bow, is captain of a small army of 12 
Ne .grito boys who are making the war on 
sparrows.

HE rigifé municipal and state ordl- 
nances pertaining to the automobile 
is the main toplc of discussion 

among the local auto enthusiasts. Auto 
mobile owners say that these laws will be 
quite a hardship with the thousands of 
visiting autoists, who will be in the city 
Guring the month of August. 

It is contended that the city laws with 
regards to the speed limit of the horseless 
carriage is by no means a rational one The 
idea of running at a rate of oniy six miies 
an hour through the parks seems absurd 
as this rate of speed is equivaient to the 
fast walk of a person. Few automobile 
drivers when taking a spin through the 
park think of the six-mile speed limit and 
when called to halt by an officer of the 
law fail to stop. The consequence is that 
the auto driver sets a merry pace for the 
vigilant mounted policeman, who has start- 
ed in pursuit to overtake the fleeing auto 
ist. Nine times out of ten the chase re- 
suits in a victory for the one belng pur- 
sued. Mr. Heinz of the Pittsburg firm, 
which is famed for its ‘67 varieties," was 
arrested in the park last week for ¢x- 
ceeding the speed limit, said that they 
have strict laws in the “Smoky City,”’ but 
that they are not to be compared with the 
auto laws of Bt. Louis. 

Objection is also raised to the large blue 
enameled license tags which must sus- 
pended on the rear axies of automobiles 
lt is said that these unsightly plates spoil 
the appearance of the autos. 

The state law, which is unpropitious to 
the auto tourist, is the statute which reads 
that an automobile owner who wishes to 
take a ride through a county must pos- 
sess an auto license for that particular 
county. In other words, should one desire 
to make a tour through four counties, it 
would be necessary to have four different 
licenses. This odd law they consider an 
outrage.

Kiely took the 
back mark and the. other two hurdlers 
were given five yards. The Irishman was a 
trifle slow to get away, due to being ‘“‘ship 
stale,"’ but pulled up on his fleld. He was 


just able to catch McLoughiin on the last 
jump, but was beaten by imches at the 
tape by the New West Side A. C. runner.

WASHINGTON, June 11.—The ornitholo- 
gists of the department of agriculture have 
been making an investigation of the eco- 
nomic value of “Bob White,” as a result 
of which it is now announced that that 
bird is “probably the most useful abun- 
Gant species on the farms.” 

Field observations, experiments and ex- 
aminations show that it consumes large 
quantities of weed seeds and destroys 
many of the worst insect pests with which 
farmers contend, and it does not injure 
grain, fruit or any other crop. It is figured 
that from Bept. 1 to April 30 annually, in 
Virginia alone, the total consumption of 
weed seed by Bob Whites amounts to 673 
tons.

There’s a Heavy Crop to Reap and 
Labor’s Never Cheap Out in 
Kansas. 


WHAT THEY NEED 


20,000’S 


They Have Got the Stuff to Feed All 
That Army and Their Creed Is 
Quick Work in Kansas. 


TOPEKA, Kan., June 11.—The Kansas 
wheat belt wil Ilprobably need about 20,000 
outside men for this year’s harvest, ac- 
cording to report which thus far reached 
T. B. Gerow, director of the State Free 
Employment Bureau. 

The annual cal! for help will soon go up 
from the Kansas wheat belt—for help to 
save the crop. The farmers will send forth 
a cry for 20,000 or more harvest hands. 

This call is“becoming familiar to the peo- 
ple of the West. It is looked for regularly 
each year when June rolls around. It 
would require a big shortage in the wheat 
crop to entirely eliminate this call, and 
Kansas has no such shortage nowadays. 

It is a matter of great wonder to the 
Bast that Kansas should ask for an im- 
mense army of men every summer simply 
to aid In the harvest of a single crop. Last 
year Direcjor Gerow of the Kansas State 
Free Employment Bureau sent forth a call 
for 25,000 harvest hands to go into fhe 
wheat belt, and even more than that num. 
ber were needed. Many farmers in the 
newer parts of the wheat belt did not real- 
ize their need until harvest was upon them, 
and then it was too late for them to secure 
hands. 

Director Gerow is now gathering data 
in detail as to the number of men who 
will be needed in each country and lo- 
cality, and the probable time that the 
harvest will begin, but the data are slow 
in coming in. 

“One of gur correspondents says he has 
never before had such a hard time in 
getting information from the farmers 
along this line,” said Mr. Gerow today. 

“The wages, taking the wheat belt 
over, will probably average about $2 a 
day,” continued Mr. Gerow. “The har- 
vest will be late on account of the cool, 
wet weather. It is possibley that the 
number of outside men needed will not 
reach 20,000, but I think that will be 
about the figure, 

‘The farmers want real farm hands if 
it is possible to get them. They -want 
me nwho know how to do farm work 
and who can earn their mgney. It is not 
fair that they should hafe to pay full 
wages to,\men who cannot do a days 
work nor accomplish what they are paid 
for. Tramps and that class of men are 
not wanted either. Men who are willing 
and capable will be gladly received and 
g00d wages will be paid them.’ 

Mr. Gerow does not anticipate as stren- 
uous a demand for harvest hands as 
there was a year ago.

quite as large. In the second place, 
some of those who came to Kansas last 
year to work in the wheat fields still 
remain. In the third place, there is not, 
quite as great-a demand for men in; 
other lines as there was a year ago right | 
after the flood. And in the fourth place, | 
the largest demand will come from the| 
wheat counties which are more thickly | 
populated and where there is a larger lo- 
cal supply of labor than in the more 
western counties. 

At the same time it is no small task 
to attempt to import 20,000 men ino 
the wheat belt within the short space of 
two or three weeks. In about a month 
the demand will,be on full force, and it 
is difficult now to tell how many out- 
side hands the farmers will need. Some 
farmers do not anticipate any trouble in 
caring for their crop until the need for 
help is right upon them. Sometimes the 
grain ripens slowly — gives pranty of 
time for caring for with few men. 
Again it ripens raeialy and all at once, 
creating a big demand for hands and 
speedily exhausting the supply. 

The reason for tnis great demand for 
outside labor is that one man can s0W Aas 
much wheat as several can harvest. The 
wheat farmer begins plowimg for his next 
year’s crop as soon as the old crop is off 
the fields—in July if there is sufficient 
moisture. He has until September or Oc- 
tober to get his plowing done. Seeding is 
speedily accomplished,-and the farmer has 

And then the wheat 
farmer has nothing more to do with his 
crop until harvest time comes, but harvest 
calls for action. In the short space? of 
from ten to twenty days he must cut and 
get into shape to resist the weather all of 
the crop that he had months to plow for 
and sow. If it is not promptly loan his 
former labor and the fruits of his land 
£0 for naught. He must get it done quic k- 
ly. At the game time all of his neighbors 
are in the same fix. In the bigrwheat coun- 
ties nearly every man, even the merchants 
in the towns, are engaged in wheat rais- 
The town people who own farms hire 
their plowing and sowing done in the fall 
and consequently they must hire their 
harvesting done in the summer. Bvery 
man who works on a farm not only has 
all the work he can do himself, but he 
must have outside help. This condition 
prevails to greater or less extent over per- 
haps thirty counties. The call for outside 
harvest hands is the result.

failed to work, 

Texas appropriated $50,000 for one season’s Campaign against the weevil. When 
the money was expended the weevil was more numerous in Texas cotton fields than 
before and Texas had lost a total of $15,000,000 owing to its depredations. 

The agricultural department then recommended that Texas plant lesa cotton, thus 
confessing official inability te combat the pest. The department’s entomological di- 
vision published a formal-report, in which it despaired of checking the ravages of 
the boll weevil. 

Other cotton states urged that all Texas cotton be shipped northward by sea to 
avert as far as possible the spread of the boll weevil plague. In one state a man 
was threatened with a coat of tar and feathere because he brought one boll weevil from 
Texas as a spetimen, 

The boll weevil advances northward at the rate of 75 miles a year. 

It has crippled the American cotton industry. 

It made possible the disastrous “bull” campaigns of Brown of New Orleans and 
Sully of New York by a frightful decrease of the cotton a. 

In one season it caused the shutting down of 15 mills in the cotton-spinning east- 
ern states and threw 5386 mill operatives out of employment. 

In that same season it compelled scores of English mills to suspend work, throwing 
over 22,000 English operatives out of employment, many being reduced to beggary 
and starvation. 

It sent up the price of cotton goods to figures that imposed great hardship upon 
tke consuming public, 

It affected the entire financial condition of this country and of England. 

It increases and multiplies at an appalling rate. Female boll weevils lay from 
300 to 700 eggs a season in each cotton boll. The young weevil matures in a month.

By a skiliful 
management of the prisms in front of the 
electric searchlight tt is suid round rain- 
bows, crosses and other pimilar figures and 
designs may be made in the sky. To do this, 
say those who propose this amazing experi- 
ment, merely requires a slight chunge ir. the 
pesition of the prismatic lens and that the 
artificial rainbow can be changed from a 
straight line to a circle in a few seconds. 
Moreover, the colurs may be made to 
change in the artificial rainbow without 
changing the shape of it. This, it is said, 
will be done by sliding prisms one in front 
of the other. 


The best effects, it is said, can be secured 
cm a rainy day, and that inetead of a 
steady downpour of rain keeping people 
away from the Exposition, the artificial 
rainbow might be an attraction which 
would draw huge crowds to the Fair on 
rainy days. Low-lying clouds would also. 
it is claimed, be most easily produced by 
throwing a powerful light through a prism 
and through shaded glasses onto a fog.

are the Negritos, the strange

tiquity. They are believed to be alien to the soil 
of the Philippines and the Malay peninsula, vet 
they have been on that soil from time ummemorial. 

Some authorities claim that they came original- 
ly from Africa. They are purely Negroid in as. 
pect and physical conformation. Others believe 
that they are of the same blood as the Papuans of 
New Guinea. But no man of today is able to set- 
tle these mooted points. And the Negritos them- 
Belves care not a whit. They are a miid-souled, 
timid race as a whole, affectionate in their fam- 
ilies, taking no thought for the morrow, asking 
chiefly to be let alone. They are rapidly disap- 
pearing as a distinct tribe. 

Yet they were once masters of the Philippine 
archipelago, these little Negritos who ‘‘look like 
African negroes seen through the reverse end of 
@ field-glass,’’ as one writer describes them. Nu- 
merous, powerful and aggressive, they levied 
tribute on Malays, Tagalogs and Chinese alike, 
inflicting bitter punishments whe ais tribute 
‘was refused. Then, diminutive thengh they were, 
in spirit they were as full of fight as the little Con- 
go negroes of the African Nile, whom they closely 
resemble in appearance.

Where a Negrito man has several wives, each wife has 
her own hearth.

For their dance music they beat a drum made of a see 
tion of a fire-hollowed one end of which the 
skin of a monkey is drawn taut.

Wild Negritos on the Malay peninsula cherish a legend 
which predicts the coming of a mysterious army of Ama 
zons which shall smite the faithless ones of their blood 
who have mixed with the Malays and who join in tracking 
down and slaying their own kinsfolk. It is believed that 
these Amazons live in the remote forests beyond the Gu- 
nong Korbu heights, and that they are taller, bolder and 
fairer than any men.

A Sultan Could Have His Pick of Brides Under the Old Regime and Could 
Wed and Divorce Them at Will Absolute Power of Life and 
Death Over His Subjects What Mr. Anderson Says. —— 


He produced a microscope and let them look through it, 
and they felt a great admiration for a man who could 
own such a wonderful instrument. 

He enlisted the assistance of a telephone girl and per- 
mitted them to hear voices over the wire, and they voted 
him a real wizard.

was rather a serious question, but they made up their 
minds that they would not let a little thing like a differ- 
ence in religious belief stand between them and the 
acquisition of a white sultan of the admirable qualities 
of Mr. Anderson. They went to him and told him not to 
worry about the relizious question. They were al! Mo- 
hammedans, it was true, and they expected to stay Mo- 
hammedans, but all they asked was not to be interfered 
with. On their part they promised that if they were 
left free to worship Mohammed they would 
white sultan free to believe what he pleased.

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Notable Exhibit Showing Results of Excavations in Ancient Gezer 
and Jerusalem—Successive Strata of Cities Discovered— 
Scenes of Baal Worship and Human Sacrifice. 


NE of the most interesting exhibits 


€ ) at the World’s Fair, from both a 

scientific and religious point of view. 
is that of the Palestine exp'oration fund. 
representing work done vy the famous 
British society fotunded in 1865, of which 
King Edward VI1l is chairman and th: 
Archbishop of Canterbury. president, the 
purpose of which is to ascertain and pub- 
lish sll facts which can improve the 
world’s knowledge of the past in the Holy 
Land. 

Col. C. M. Watson, R. E., the head of the 
British World's Fair commission, of which 
the Prince of Wales tis chairman, is a 
member of the executive committee of the 
Palestine exploration fund, which includes 
also such distinguished scientists as Prof. 
Flinders Petrie and FP: uf. Sayce, and he 
has personaly supervised the arrangement 
of the exhibit made by the fund in the 
British section of the Liberal Arts build- 
ing. Although of such great religious in- 
tcrest the society has always worked along 
absolutely nonsectarian lines. The princi 
‘ples laid down at the time of its founding 
by the Archbishop of York, and since fol- 
lowed, were: (1) That whatever was uwun- 
dertaken should be carried out on scientific 
principles. (2) That the society should, as 
a body, abstain from controversy. (3) That 
it should not be started, nor shou) it be 
conducted as a religious society 

The fund is supported altogether by pop- 
ular subscriptions, many of which come 
from this country. It hopes by the World's 
Fair exhibit to enlist further assistance 
from the United States. 

An exact survey of Jerus:i*+m together 
with excavations revealing th: amaving ex- 
tent to which the ancient city was buried 
in the debris of its own ruins, are among 
the society’s achievements. It also assisted 
in the survey of Palestine and in the nota- 
ble excavation of the Gezer district, and 
quite recently located the strange “high 
places’’ of Baal worship, the scenes of ap- 
palling human sacrifices in ancient days. 
Perhaps the work of the society best known 
to the general religious public was the 
preparation of the two relief mape of the 
Holy Land, one targe und the other of 4 
smaller size convenient for purposes of 
teaching, now in use in thousands of Sun- 
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maps are of great interest to Bible stu- 
dents, showing as they-do the physical as- 
pect of the Holy Land, so that one may 
follow the course of the Bible story al- 
most as if confronting the actual scenes. 
The Gezer excavations are stil] under- 
. and astonishing discoveries of his- 
tovical value have been made and may be 
expected during the progress of the work. 
Among the most curious revelations is that 
the towns of several generations of man- 
kind have been built one above another, 
in successive strata, so to speak, each 
founded on the ruins of its predecessor. 
This has made it necessary for scientists 
in charge of the work to keep in mind, 
first. that buildings may have been erected 
in a later town on space which in an 
earlier town was vacant! second, that 
buildings may have been erected in a later 
town not, as usual, over the existing foun- 
dations of earlier buildings, but after their 
complete destruction, the older structures 
being used for the later wall materia's 
and. third, that buildings may be erected 
over the rulns of earlier buildings belonging 
‘Oo the same town. In other words, the 
several towns occupying the same site, each 
having its own distinct place in history, 
must be kept from a confusing blend. 
The discoveries made thus far carry back 
the existence of Gezer to periods long an- 
tecedent to the Jewish occupation of Pal 
estine. In 1902 one of the most interest- 
ing was the locating of one of the ‘‘high 
places’’ mentioned in Holy Writ as the 
scenes of the sacrifice of infants by the 
worshipers of Baal. These “high places. - 
or rude rock altars, rise from the summit 
of mountains and are reached by climbing 
almost perpendicular precipices in which 
steps or mere holes for the hands and 
feet have been cut. Among the society's 
discoveries also is that ef a broken vase 
showme the remains of infants thus sac- 
rificed to Baal, a piteous relic of idolatry. 
It is locally interesting to note that the 
Rev. Dr. W. B. Paimore of St. Louis, just 
returned from a period of World's Fair 
travel in the Holy Land, ascended to the

At the World’s Fair there are 
great pockets of true gold nuggets, 
enormous, priceless, yet the mob de- 
serts them to gather pebbles; there 
is a banquet served, with the nicest 
discrimination, by artists who know 
the human palette and command the 
resources of the world, yet the mob 
fiocks to that table where the pea- 
nuts of amusement are spread, 
where the menu is vulgar and’in its 
essence commonplace.

Refreshment is good when work 
is done. Relaxation is necessary to 
restore the tone of stretched mus- 
cles and long concentrated brain;
